Project will alleviate large puddles of standing water along the Exposition Blvd. edge of Audubon Park by replacing the original drainage system
that has been damaged by tree roots and clogged with debris after approximately 100 years of use. The old system will be removed. Larger
diameter drain pipes will be installed along with additional, larger catch basins to more quickly direct water to the city's drainage system at
adjacent side streets. The project will be designed to minimize its impact on trees and nearby residents.
